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Disabled have Come a 
Long Way

We arc approaching the end of 
the "Decade of the Disabled" (1983- 
1992) and it is time to reflect on the 
successes and failures of the past ten 
years so that disabled students may have 
a brighter future. At Laurcntian Uni- 
versity there have been a great many 
changes since 1983, most notably, the 
opening of the Special Needs Office in 
November of 1989. The services and 
facilities provided in the office are 
available to special need students so that 
they can achieve their educational goals 
which arc so much a part of being suc- 
cessful in the world today. 

The ninety's are ushering in a 
new era for disabled people. Realizing 
the importance of education, an in- 
creasing number of disabled people are 
attending post-secondary institutions. 
Special Needs offices are firmly estab- 
lished and working towards achieving 
their goals. Gone are the days when a 
person with a disability is relegated to 
life in an institution. People with dis- 
abilities are becoming successful, pro- 
ductive members of society. 

The long-term goal of the Spe- 
cial Needs Office is to see special need 
students fully integrated into the main- 
stream of post- secondary education. The 
Laurentian University Access and Re- 
source Handbook is one small step 



toward achieving this goal. To go the 
rest of the way requires that you, the 
student, take some of the responsibility 
for your own future. It is only through 
teamwork, and your dedication to being 
successful that the barriers to equal ac- 
cess to education can be destroyed. In 
order for the Special Needs Office to 
provide the best service possible, we 
need you to identify your needs as soon 
as possible. 

The apparent population explo- 
sion of special need students brings to 
mind several questions. First, can we 
provide an effective service for these 
people given our limited resources? 
Secondly, is education becoming more 
accessible with respect to both physical 
and attitudinal barriers? The answer is 
"YES", but not an absolute "yes". Hard- 
working special needs coordinators are 
stretching the dollars and raising their 
voices to provide the best quality of 
service to anyone who identifies their 
needs. 

People with special needs hav- 
ing their degrees and now seeking gain- 
ful, rewarding employment bring to bear 
the issue of employment equity. Legis- 
lation such as the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms and the Ontario 
Human Rights Code have enshrined the 
right to equality with respect to em- 




ployment for disabled persons in the 
law. This is not to say that discrimina- 
tion has been completely removed, but it 
is a step in the right direction. Hope- 
fully, the day will soon arrive when a 
disabled person has the same employ- 
ment opportunities as any other qualified 
applicant. 

Finally, we would like to wel- 
come you back to Laurentian University 
and wish you the best of luck in your 
studies.

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Teens not generation of 

rebels 

after all, study says

Public opinion of teenagers as all being members of an angry, 
rebellious, "lost generation" may be misleading, according to the first 
comprehensive survey of the values, attitudes and lifestyles of Canadians 
between 12 and 19 years old. 

Conducted by Decima Research of Toronto, the survey questioned 
1,500 teens about issues ranging from sexual attitudes and substance 
abuse to national unity and global concerns. Their responses indicate that 
teenagers are, 'lor the most part, a stable, tolerant and basically upbeat 
group." 

The responses indicated that 82 per cent of the teens surveyed felt 
optimistic about their future. Seventy-two per cent believe they will marry 
and have children. 

Eighty-five per cent described their relationship with their parents as 
either good, or very good. However, of faced with a big problem, a total of 
60 per cent said they would either consult their best friend of work it out 
themselves. 

As to tolerance, 70 per cent of the teens said they had friends from 
different ethnic or racial backgrounds. They were also asked about their 
heroes— athletes, movie stars, etc.— and favourite TV shows. Their choices 
of celebrities and entertainment again showed social diversity, says re- 
searcher Kaan Yigit of Decima. 

As to their major concerns, 28 per cent of teens feel that the 
environment is the single most important issue facing Canada today. Forty- 
four per cent want to reach an equitable compromise in federal relations with 
Quebec, but 39 per cent of Quebec teens would approve of separation from 
the rest of Canada.

Education is an important issue with teens; 78 per cent said they care 
a lot about good grades and 18 per cent say they care at least a little about 
grades. Work and success were also recognized as important, with 90 per 
cent of respondents agreeing with the statement, "If you work hard and put 
your mind to it, you can be anything you want." 

Wendy Bryan, research analyst and co-author of the report, says that 
although Decima has conducted quarterly surveys of the adult population for 
1 years, teens have been left out of research until now because they make- 
up less than one fifth of the population and they are ncn-voting. 

"In the States research has been done that is very market-oriented; a 
lot of product usage and consumption patterns, but not on values, attitudes 
and lifestyle," says Bryan. "This was the benchmark, very experimental, and 
we are a lot wiser heading into the second wave." 

A second survey of teens will be conducted over the summer of 1991 , 
and Bryan says there is a long-term commitment from sponsors of the survey 
to continue monitoring teen attitudes. Sponsors for the initial survey included 
Pepsi-Cola Canada Ltd. , YTV and Health and Welfare Canada. They will be 
joined in the second research study by two federal ministries: Industry, 
Science and Technology, and Employment and Immigration. 

The second survey is intended to reach a more accurate sample of the 
total teen population. Bryan explains that survey participants were initially 
contacted by telephone and then were mailed the 34-page questionnaire. 
"Because we go into the home first to get the names, we didn't get a lot of 
street kids, because they're not at home. So this survey wasn't something 
that really addressed the at-risk teen." 

However, in terms of the type of teens it did contact, the survey has 
only a three per cent margin of error, the researchers say. And the sample 
was selected on the basis of the percentage of the population in each 
province, and compared with Statistics Canada figures. 

Bryan says the second study will include a sample of 200 'street kids'. 
Researchers will organize focus groups with youth assistance agencies like 
Covenant House and Operation Mobilization, and distribute questionnaires 
or administer them the survey on-site. 

"We really don't know what to expect because we've never done this 
before. We may run into a lot of problems like illiteracy, and the idea that 

funding them rather than a 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ survey," says Bryan.

teens responding to the first 
survey said they know some- 
one who has run away from 
home, and 10 per cent said 
they think frequently of run- 
ning away themselves.

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Co-op options for Laurentian 
University Engineering Pro- 
grams 

Laurentian University's School of Engineering is pleased to announce the 
introduction of co-op (co-operative education) options in Mining and Extractive 
Metallurgical Engineering. The co-op option comprises eight terms of study on 
campus alternating with five four-month terms of supervised industrial training in 
the practical aspects of engineering. Students receive remuneration for the work 
they perform during the training portion. The introduction of die co-op options will 
not affect the regular Engineering programs, which will continue to be offered as 
at present. 

Laurentian is the only university in Ontario to offer co-op options in Mining 
and Extractive Metallurgical Engineering. The co-op options will commence with 
the new academic year in September 1991 and the first work term will take place 
during the period January -April, 1992. Students join the co-op stream after 
successfully completing the first-year Engineering program and then embark on 
the cycle of alternating study and work terms. 

Generally, co-op programs are viewed positively by students, universities 
and industry. Students receive a high-quality integrated education, good industrial 
training, and remuneration to assist them in defraying some of the expenses 
associated with their studies. The University will be able to attract good students, 
enhance its image and interaction with industry, and produce high-calibre gradu- 
ates. Industry will ensure the availability of well-prepared engineers requiring a 
minimum of training upon graduation. 

The results of a survey of the mining industry in 1988 indicated that 
industry views the co-op option at Laurentian to be relevant, desirable, and 
effective in the preparation of engineering graduates. The survey also indicated 
that industry support was strong and that sufficient placements were available for 
Laurentian's co-op students.

STRATEGIES FOR PREVENTING DATE 

RAPE 

These days there is alot of confusion over the issue of date/acquaintance rape 
(when a woman is raped by someone she knows). One thing that is certain: 
date rape is a serious problem, especially on college and university campuses. 

There are some good strategies to make sure that you don't become involved 
in a date rape. Here are some: 

• Both men and women should be more clear and direct about their 
expectations from an evening or of a relationship from the very beginning. 
Women in particular should make their own decisions, rather than trusting 
someone else to make their decision for them. 

• Women and men should not feel they have to give in to peer pressure 
in regard to sex. 

• Women should not feel that they owe a man any sexual payment if he 
has paid for food or for an evening's entertainment. Paying your own way 
avoids any question of who owes whom anything. 

• Men should accept that No means No. Never convince yourself that 
no means yes, or even maybe. Don't challenge a woman's answer or try to 
persuade her to change her mind. Psychological weapons as threats are just as 
real as material weapons. Legally this is the case. 

• Women should learn to make their decisions by what they want and not 
worry about making someone angry or having a relationship end. You should 
trust your own instincts. If you feel uneasy you may have good reason. Don't 
be caught in denying what is happening — this is very common (the "I know 
he'll stop" syndrome). It is estimated that over 90% of acquaintance rapes are 
not reported because women are ashamed and feel that no one will believe 
them ("Didn't you realize what he was like?"). Women hesitate to talk about 
it even to their closest friends — they are afraid they will be blamed. 

• The best way to avoid date rape is for both men and women to refuse 
the traditional male and female stereotypes: the woman as weak, submissive, 
there to please, and the man as the aggressor, whose identity and self-esteem 
is ties to the demonstration of his sexual powers.

INORD, one of five research institutes at Laurentian University, was 
established in 1987 to promote studies in the social sciences and provide research 
support on a broad range of issues facing Northern Ontario. 

Dr. Mawhiney noes that INORD now has a solid research structure, thanks 
to groundwork prepared by Dr. Bray. "We will be building on what INORD already 
has and exploring a few new areas," she says of her plans for the institute. "I will 
be meeting with members of the community and the University faculty over the next 
three months to assess potential research projects." 

Among the projects in which INORD* s involvement will continue are the 
Bibliography of Northern Ontario, directed by Ashley Thomson and Lionel Bonin 
and researched by Gwenda Hallsworth. The bibliography, which has received 
funding from the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council (SSHRC), will 
be ready for publication by the end of 1992. The first phase of the Elliot Lake 
Tracking Study has been completed and Drs. Derek Wilkinson, Matt Bray, Peter 
Suschnigg, David Leadbeater and Prof. David Robinson are now seeking funds for 
the project's second phase. 

Other INORD projects include a joint project with Lakehead University, 
funded by the Ministry of Northern Development and Mines, to examine the 
feasibility of a Northern Ontario database; an inventory of Inco archives; and a 
history of lumbering in Temagami. 

Dr. Mawhiney also plans to get INORD involved in exploring some new 
research areas, particularly issues facing women and First Nations communities in ' 
Northern Ontario. INORD will host a conference in January called "Rebirth: 
Economic and Social Development in First Nations Communities in Northern 
Ontario." 

Another goal is to establish a community advisory group to help INORD 
choose relevant research projects. The institute is currently guided by an in-house 
council composed of experts in different areas. "INORD has an excellent Council," 
says Dr. Mawhiney, "and I know I'll get a great deal of support from them." 

Dr. Mawhiney returned in July from conducting research in Bristol, United 
Kingdom, on the British "action and inquiry method" of teaching social work. Her 
research into this pedagogical system, which stresses independent learning aided by 
a facilitator, has led Dr. Mawhiney to adapt some of its principles to her own 
curriculum planning. In addition t serving as Director of INORD, she will teach two 
Social Work courses this academic year, one as part of a team in Laurentian's new 
French-language Master of Social Work program. 

Laurentian University 
Residence Assistants Training

Laurentian University students begin arriving on campus just after Labour 
Day. In preparation for the new school year, Laurentian has developed a training 
program for Residence Assistants (R.A.'s) that will run from August 26th to 30th. 

Residence Assistants are senior students, selected for their leadership qualities, 
who will be responsible for supervising a floor of a residence. A committee , composed 
in part of representatives from four residences at Laurentian, collaborated since the 
beginning of the summer to build a training program that will prepare R. A. *s for their 
role. 

The program includes plenary sessions, which will be attended by all the R. A. 's 
and sessions specific to each residence, such as room inventories, particular regula- 
tions, and residence orientation. Topics dealt with at general sessions inc lude Firs Aid; 
Harassment (Norma MacRae-Ward); Death and Bereavement (Gerry Lougheed); 
Residence Alcohol Training (Bob Lama and Denise Rovers); Sex Roles and Sexuality 
(Vicky Kett); R.A.'s and the Law (Patritia Hennessy); and Fire Drill. There will also 
be time for socializing, with an opening barbecue and a reception hosted by Laurentian 
University President, Dr. Ross Paul. 

Further training sessions will be held later in the year to help R.A.'s deal with 
c ommunication and confrontation issues and to evaluate the program.

State Run Auto Insurance. 

Why? 



I've been hearing a lot in the 
news lately about the Ontario govern- 
ment's plan to nationalize auto insur- 
ance in this province. It's been a long 
standing campaign promise of the New 
Democratic Party so their actions 
shouldn't come as a surprise to anyone. 
I have a few problems with the whole 
idea though. 

First, many of the people who 
support the idea of a state run auto insur- 
ance plan think that it will lead to lower 
insurance premiums. Even if this does 
happen though, will it really cost us less 
money? At present there are over a 
hundred companies in the car insurance 
game in Ontario. Competition among 
companies is extensive which is the best 
check on prices in the marketplace. Since 
there is so much competition, insurance 
companies must operate very efficiently 
in order to be profitable. Added to this, 
the government already regulates the 
premiums for auto insurance. How is it 
possible then that a state run scheme will 
cost us any less? 

Some people would say that if 
you eliminate profits from the process 
then those savings can be passed on to 
the consumer. I say that if you look at the 
government track record on running any 
type of enterprise you will know 
that,instead of making a profit, Crown 
Corporations throw money down that 
black hole^created by bureaucratic 



incompetence and inefficiency. If given 
the choice between money being thrown 
away through incompetence or profits 
being gained through efficient opera- 
tion, I'll take the latter. 
Wouldn't it be better to preserve those 
jobs anyway? 

The worst part of this whole idea, 
as I see it, is the prospect of using tax- 
payers money to subsidize bad drivers. 
Under the present system, drivers who 
get lots of speeding tickets and create 
accidents through there own stupidity 
are forced to pay much higher insurance 
premiums than a person who is careful 
and conscientious on the road. Under a 
government run system there will be 
political pressure to lower premiums. 
While good drivers will benefit, the big- 
gest breaks will be given to those people 
who really deserve to be paying higher 
premiums, I'm wondering why theNDP 
feels that it is necessary to use my tax 
dollars to subsidize bad drivers. If you 
think about it, you may realize that it is 
a stupid idea that deserves to be shelved 
along with all the other stupid ideas that 
Bob Rae has promised but now realizes 
are too impractical to really be imple- 
mented.
